The results of that semester's 
SW 249 were extremely poor, ac- 
cording to Casavantes. and that 
reflected the overall student 
evaluation Sreakdown in the fall of 
‘77 when nearly two - thirds of ali 
his students thought of him as a 
poor to average instructor 

Prior to the fali of '77 and since 
that time, Casavantes received 
outstanding marks from his 
graduate students in SW 249. con- 
sistently higher than any other 
class. In three instances. 90

Students upset over newspaper’s

College Bowl cancelled 


Due to a lack of entrants, the 
College Bow! slatec for last 
Thursday and Friday was 
cancelled. Only three teams 
entered, said CSUS Activities 
Coordinator Larry Bliss, and “at 
least five teams were needed to 
qualify under the rules.”

Debbs is basing hi€ claim on 
non - payment by the AS! for what 
he claims was approximately two 
month's worth work. Stevens, who 
“froze” Debbs’ funds in January, 
reasoned that Debbs never 
produced any tangible evidence of 
worthwhile research.

The ASI Senate appointed 
Debbs to his research assistant 
post Nov. 6, 1978. The motion on 
which Debbs’ position was con- 
firmed stipulated his pay to be $3 
per hour with a maximum 10 hours 
per week 


‘The job (research assistant) 
requires research and results.” 
said Stevens, “Debbs was never 
assigned any research. Nobody 
wanted to pay > his assistance.” 


As senate chair. Stevens is 
Debbs' direct supervisor. Stevens 
explained there was never any 
guarantee made that Debbs wouid 
work 10 hours each week. Sup- 
posedly Debbs was working on a 
“when needed” basis 


According to AS! Executive 
Director Paul McAmis, Debbs is 
claiming he should be paid for 
attending various meetings, in- 
cluding senate and AS! budget 
cominittee meetings. 

“There is no proof of his work,” 
said McAmis. “His only record of 
work is some things jotted down 
On a piece of paper." 

McAmis added that Debbs 
claims to have attended a meeting 
of CSUC Trustees but, “not to the 
best of my knowledge,” said 
McAmis.

A search committee of CSUS employees and 
Students has narrowed a field of 146 applicants to 
the six best for the CSUS dean of students position. 

This afternoon the search committee will present 
the names of three of the six applicants to President 
Lloyd Johns and give rational for the choices. Johns 
will make the final decision. 

Tim Comstock has been acting in the dean 
position following the controversial resignation of 
Dean Norm Better in July, 1976. 

Comstock and Shirley Uplinger are the two CSUS 
administrators bidding for the $30,060 job. 

By way of qualifications, Comstock, in addition to 
performing the duties of dean for the past year, 
received a law degree from UC Davis. He also had 
teaching experience in the CSUC system. 

Uplinger is currently the associate dean of 
students at CSUS and has a doctorate in 


management. 

The only other woman among the final applicants 
is Jean Hill, a dean for student advisory services ai 
the University of Idaho. Hill holds a doctorate in 
education 

Clayton Johnson has a Ph.D. in social studies and 
is the assistant chancellor for educational services 
at the University of Wisconsin. Jchnson, the only 
black seiected, was aiso a vice president for student 
and community services at State University of New 
York. 

Kenneth Curtis is the vice president for student 
atfairs at the University of West Florida at Pensacola 
and holds a doctorate in administration from the 
University of Kansas. ‘ 

Dave Travis is the associate dean of student af- 
fairs and coordinator of student programs at the 
CSUC chancellor's office. He holds a masters’ 


degree in psychology trom CSU Los Angeles. 

The six candidates were selected through a 
process of interviews with the search committee 
within the last few months. 

Two members of the committee chosen by the 
Associated Students were AS! President Bob 
Raymer and student senator Katey Warner. 

The faculty senate picked Don Gillott, dean of 
CSUS engineering school, Alan Wade, professor of 
social work and math professor Waily Eiterbeek. 

The administration and student affairs em- 
ployees chose the members: Cliff Wood, 
a CSUS librarian, Sue Snively, the director of the 
Student Health Center, Cloteal isaac, a secretary in 
the campus EOP office, Bill Mitchell, assistant direc-

A certain, unnecessary hassie has surfaced with 
the rest of ASI Senate business. That hassle is a 
Jawsuit brought by Joe Debbs against the senate 
and Senate Chair Kevin Stevens. 

Through the suit Debbs is trying to get money he 
Gelieves is owed him by the senate for services 
rendered as AS! research assistant. The suit foliows 
action taken by Stevens for withholding Debbs’ 
funds because Stevens believed Debbs was doing 
mo work which merited payment. 

With March 13 being the date set for the small 
claims hearing it is obvious the issue will be sett!ed 
in court. It is equally obvious the situation as it 
Stands could have been avoided completely. 

Prior to Nov. 6, when the senate voted to appoint 
Debbs research assistant with pay, Debbs had been 
working at the same job without pay. Why, one must 
ask, did the senate make such a move? Why did the 
job with a vague title like “research assistant” 
suddenly become worth $120 per month? 

it seems, especially in a year when ali con- 
tingency funds were frozen becausé of overspen- 
ding, the senate couid find any number of better 
ways to spend student's money. 

Technically, a research assistant is supposed to 
assist the senate and its members on specific issues. 
Checking books, records and case histories, as well 


as talking to other knowledgeable people should be 
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But, how much is a research assistant reaily 
needed for the ASI Senate? The senate usually 
meets once every two weeks. No doubt senators 
have other work to do besides sitting in meetings, 
with homework and outside jobs, but with 16 
senators it doesn't seem to be too much to ask for 
them to do their own research. 


in the first place, a senator with at least some 
know'edge of a specific issue can do a better job 
researching that topic than a general research as- 
sistant. It is likely the senator would be more ef- 
ficient and dependable since they must meet with 
other senators on a regular basis and utilize any in- 
formation found. 


There is no reasons for a research assistant to be 
an indespensabie part of senate operations. Ob- 
viously, from what senate Chair Kevin Stevens says, 
“Debbs was never assigned anything. . . there was 
nothing that valuable to be turned up,” there is not 
much for an RA to do. 


Debbs’ claim is based mostly on meetings he 
attended, most of those on campus. That doesn't re- 
quire research. that requires some spare time to take 
a few notes. Any senator could have done it. 

The best move for ASI is to overturn the motion 
that established the RA as a paying position, do its 
own research, and put the saved money back where

His opinion obviously 
demonstrates that he was thinking

The dictionary defines harass 
as trouble by repeated attacks 
Margaret McKoane agrees with 
this but prefers to add another 


dimension to it sexual 
narassment 

Sexual harassment ts a very dis- 
turbing and very prevalent 


problem, even on the grounds of 
CSUS. Obviously the Dean of 
Students, Tim Comstock, thought 
So because both he and the as- 
sistant dean of Arts and Sciences 
appeared at the consciousness - 
raising meeting held recently 

Comstock seemed strongly 
supportive of an attempt to try and 
stop sexual harassments. of 
Students on campus. He said that 
the CSUS Committee on Sexual 
Awareness was a necessary group 
\f we can get one solid case, then 
perhaps it will serve as a deterrent 
tc future problems 

Tne workshop dealt mainly with 
how to handle oneself in a time of 
distress. The type of demeaning 
treatment that many women have 


been forced to accept is not res 
tricted to any age. social class. or 
race Sexual harassment can 
cause a woman to lose not only 
her job or position, but her self - 
esteem as well 

As McKoane put it, “What we 
really want to do here. is serve as a 
preventive measure We wantto try 
to raise the consciousness of 
women and of men” 

Unfortunately. many people wii! 
not admit that this problem does 
exist. McKoane said Some 
students at the meeting had voiced 
the opinion that it “will all blow 
over in time,” or that they should 
do a study of the male students 
who were harassed by their female 
teachers Although this was said 
with mock sarcasm, McKoane took 
it quite seriously. ‘We want to help 
ail the victims of sexual 
harassment If it is a male student 
by all means come see us The 
same goes for a male teacher who 
may feel that he is being sexually 
pressured by a female student 

According to a survey taken at 
UC Berkeley. one in five women 


has been propositioned by a male 


teacher This came in al! guises 
from a cup of coffee. to a threat of 
non - graduation Because of less 
enroliment here at CSUS the 
percentages arent as large but 


these incidents do happen 

Why then are so few reported? 
The probable guess would be fear 
Fear for the students reputation 
grades even 
Apathy. a feeling that no one really 
cares about one little person trying 
to “buck the system, is another 
reason 

Of course this is not unfounded 
as this East Coast case proves 
Some time ago a 
forced to witness 
teachers in an act that she did not 
approve of When she reported this 
to the dean of the campus. his first 
reaction was one of dishelief He 
then insinuated that she 
provoked him Nearly two years 
later. this case 's stil! pending 

This. however. must be taken as 
the exception and not the rule Ir 
most cases. people are willing te 
help and are supportive

Is insanity funny? 

One Flew Over The Cuckoo's 
Nest examines all facets of in- 
Sanity: those who are insane, those 
who use insanity to escape the out- 
side world, and those who treat the 
insane 

And yes, the theatrical adap- 
tation of Ken Kesey’s novel can be 
hilarious. The Old Eagle produc- 
tion proves it 

Cuckoo's Nest takes place inan 
unnamed psychiatric hospital. The 
male inmates have settled into the 
easy, rhythmic no - decision life 
They take medication, they play 


pinochle, they attend group 
therapy, they sleep The “boys” are 
ruled over by a iron - willed, 
Manipulating matriarch, Nurse 
Ratchett 


One day a new patient arrives 
Randle P. McMurphy is feigning 
psychosis to avoid the county 
work farm. Ratchett realizes this 
and also assesses that McMurphey 
wants to undermine her authority 

The thread that tied the dis- 
sointed scenes together is inmate 
Chief Bromden. Assumed deaf and 
dumb, the huge indian has 
retreated so deep within himself 
that no stimulus will elicit a res- 
ponse. However, McMurphy’'s 
‘puppy - dog friendliness and 
treatment of Bromdon as his equal, 
cause the chief to react “normally” 
in McMurphy’s presence

McMurphy, ever on the lookout 
to make a buck. bets his new bud- 
dies that he can dethrone Ratchett 
within a week Mac doesn't realize 
that his internment isn't like a 
prison sentence; he can be held 
indefinitely. When Mac learns this 
suddenly the stakes change froma 
few bucks to Mac's only real 
possession. his independence 

Mac’s new attitude of sub- 
missiveness continues until the 
Chief confronts him. “Howcan! be 
big if you ain't?” he asks heiples- 
Sly 

In the end, Mac wins the bet, but 
loses everything else. Bromden is 
reborn with self respect. Ratchett's 
boys become men if only momen- 
tarily 

The comedy gives the 
characters sane qualities; we can 
emphathize with them. Big Nurse, 
however, has no humor or warmth 
When she singsongs “God mor- 
ning, boys,” the inflection is bright 
and cheerful, but her face is devoid 
of emotion 

Miriam Gray’s portrayal of Rat- 
chett makes the nurse a 


thoroughly unlikeable heavy. She 
knows each person's insecurities 
and dwells on them at any sign of 
insubordination

Sonny Reyes had the right 
physique for Chief Bromden 
however, he wasn't believable 
when he rediscovered his mentai 
and physical powers and an- 
nounced, "I'm a big man now.” His 
rebirth needed a more visible and 
spectacular character change 

All the inmates are lovabie 
kooks, perhaps too much so. It is 
hard to see why they have been 
committed. The voluntary patients 
are more realistic because ail of 
their frailties are exposed, whereas 
the involuntaries are just fun - lov- 
ing guys who want to blow up the 
worid 

Director Robert Irvin has 
directed one of the best Old Eagle 
productions in months. But the 
casting and characterizations are 
all good enough to make this 
production simultaneously funny 
and powerful 

As McMurphy says to the chief 
before undergoing electroshock 
therapy, “You've gotta laugh, 


especially when things aren't fun- 
ny.” Itis that poignancy that makes 
this production memorable

Landworth also did acceptable 
imitations of singer Don Ho. Louis

‘Muerte in el Barrio’ opens this 
week in Playwright’s Theatre

Alfonso Sastre’s Muerte en el 
Barrio, (Death in the Ghetto) will 
be the next production of the 
CSUS Theatre Arts Department 

Director Romulus Zamora has 
translated and retocated the play 
from Spain to an east Los Angeles 
barrio. instead of Spaniards. the 
characters are now anglos, blacks, 
Japanese and Mexican - 
Americans speaking english and 
spanish 

The play, once repressed by the 
Spanish government of the 1950s, 
concerns the death of a little boy 
resulting from the negligence of an 
alcoholic doctor, and the reaction 
of the community 

Director Zamora has not only 
made changes in iocation and 
language, but he has done what he 
calls “cultural transposition.” 

‘We think differently than the 
Spanish and relate to different 
things.” According to Zamora the

Sacramento has a right to be 
proud of Agiaia Koras. The 21 - 


year - old native Californian’s 
compelling recital of the 
Schumann A minor Piano 


Concerto was the highlight of the 
Sacramento Symphony's concert 
last weekend 

Koras won the Sacramento 
Symphony Young Artist Award in 
1969 at the age of 11, and has won 


numerous other prestigious 
prizes 
She played the Schumann 


concerto strongly and with con- 
viction, although at times she 
seemed at odds with guest con- 
ductor Robert Cole. The choice of 
tempo seemed to be the debating 
point, with Koras opting fora faster 
more brilliant tempo, and Coie 
preferring a slower one. Never- 
theless, the performance was 
inspiring 
Koras, in fact, played best when 
she settled down into the s!ower 
contemplative sections, displaying 
an artist's sense of shaping 
phrases and a beautiful singing 
tone. She showed strength in the 
loud parts, getting a large, full 
sound out of the piano 
Cole chose to frame the 
Schumann with the “Academic 
Festival Overture” by Brahms and 
the Ives “Second Symphony.” This 
programming may seem illogical 
at first, but with a little digging, the 
reasoning behind it becomes quite 
clear 
Though it may not have been 
intentional, Cole chose two related 
pieces in the Brahms and the Ives 
Both use popular tunes as a basis 
for composition. Brahms used four 
popular student songs tn this over- 
ture, written as an expression of 
thanks to the University of Breslau 
atter it awarded him an honorary 
Doctor of Philosophy degree. And 
lves used American folk tunes, a 
common practice for him 
it is interesting to compare how 
each composer treated his 
material. Brahms incorporated the 
songs into the overali framework 
of the overture, using them as he 
would use a melody he created 
himself. But iveschose totantatize 
_ the audience, giving it here a bit of 





symphony 


“Columbia, Gem of the Ocean” 
and there a fragment of “America 
the Beautiful.” Brahms was full of 
serious academic feelings in the 
Overture, but Ives chose to mock 
that spirit right down to the giant 
“raspberry” at the end 

Cole's conducting throughout 
the concert is difficult to assess 
He was neither charismatic not in- 
competent. His beat was a bit 
flabby — without a “snap” — yet it 
seemed to pose little problem with 
the orchestra. His conducting 
seemed somehow dispassionate 
and cold, yet the symphony’s con- 
tinually improving sound was 
heartening to hear

were really judging me on criteria 
that had nothing to do with the 
evaluations. That was a cop out,” 
Casavantes said. 

He called the criterion he spoke 
of as the sixth criterion. The 
Chicano psychologist said he was 
denied tenure because of someth- 
ing other than the five criteria that 
a tenure decision is based on. 

The legitimate criteria consists 
of competent teaching per- 
formance, scholarly or creative 
achievements, contribution to the 
community, contribution to the 
institution and possession of ap- 
propriate academic degrees, ac- 
cording to Dean Walsma. 

“I'm not the kind of person who 
has coffee with everyone. | tried to 
socialize with the other people in 
the School of Social Work but 
some weren't all that happy with 
me being around.” 

Casavantes said his personality

‘69 to ‘79: social renaissance to planetary crisis

The month is February, the year is 1969. The 
president of the United States is Richard Nixon 
Ronald Reagan is governor of California. George 
Lindsay is mayor of New York. Vince Lombardi is 
head coach of the Green Bay Packers. In Paris the 
peace talks on Vietnam are stalled. In California 
Sirhan B. Sirhan is on trial for the murder of Robert 
Kennedy, and ali across America students are 
demonstrating against the wer in Vietnam 

It is a time of social upheaval, of experimentation 
in lifestyles. Many people during this period believe 
the present day social structure of America is falling 
apart, that the youth of America are bringing about 
the fall of the American way of life. But now, ten 
years later, the campuses are, for the most part, 
quiet. There are no huge demonstrations in the 
streets. The rebellious generation of the 60s seems 
to have been absorbed by the very society it was 
attempting to change 

Why? What happened to the people ard the 
social movement that was exploding across America 
in 1969? What changes have occurred in the 
intervening ten years since that time to make 1979 
what it is? 

There are no real definitive answers to these 
questions because so many facts influenced these

social changes. What we do have is the people who 
were a part of that social outcry, who lived through 
the Vietnam era and the intervening years between 
then and now. 

Greg DiRicco, 28, is a native Sacramentan and is 
presently employed by Tower Records. 


But in February of 1969 he was a senior in high 
school. Greg knew there were drugs being taken, he 
knew there were hippies. 

“A lot of peopie were growing hair !ong and wear- 
ing weird clothes,” he said, “But it was clouded for 
me because | wasn't directly exposed to it yet.” 

Even in high school Greg had begun to rebel 
against his parents social standards. He never 
bought the morality his parents attempted to force 


feed him. He might have, he says, if they hadn't 
forced him to go to all male parochial schools for 
twelve years 

At this time, music begun to cause a change in 
how Greg viewed his life and the world 

“Several groups began to have a tremendous 
affect on me. Especially peopie like Country Joe and 
The Fish.” 

. and it’s one - two - three what are we fightin 

for? 

Don't ask me! don't give a damn, next stop is Viet 
nam 

And it's five - six - seven open them pearly gates 

Weil, we ain't got time to wonder why 

whoopie we're a// gonna die!” 


At this time (early 1970) he was avoiding the draft 
The people around him had begun to make him 
more politically aware 

“| was actively demonstrating against the war 
then and becoming aware of world events,” said 
Greg. “| was terrified because the war was becoming 
a reality to me. My number was up.” 


his orders come from him and you and me 
and brother can't you see 
this is not the way to put an end to war?’

Kate Goldstein, an unemployed resident of Sac 
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ramento, now 28, remembers that same period 

“In 1969 there was a social renaissance. People 
were trying to revolutionize old patterns of thinking 
about society. | was caught up in the change without 
being too aware of it. | was just participating in what 
felt to be a magical time.” 

The Beatles, Frank Zappa, The Moody Biues, Jimi 
Hendrix, Joan Baez, all had a great affect on Kate. 

“The message of the music then was open your 
eyes, open your hearts. Music was very satirical and 
in touch with what was going on politically and 
socially.”

Eric DeVega, 28, presently a student at CSUS was 
a student at Sacramento City College in 1969 

“What | remember was an exposure to sexual

people at this time. | think most of the campuses 
throughout the country at one point or another were 
actively involved in the anti - war movement.”

Of the social and political differences between 
then and now, Greg DeRicco feels that 1979 is a 
more fearful period than any other he has ever ex- 
perienced 

‘As far as being an outcast, I'm much more 
accepted now than | was ten years ago. But at the 
same time | think in the back of a lot of people's 
minds, I'm more feared now,” he said. “| represent to 
them a freedom which they no longer have because 
they gave it up themselves It seems there is more 
paranoia, more police, more laws than ever. More 
people are accepting the lifestyles given to them 
because they think they have a choice, but they 
don't.” 

Kate feels that many political people have gone 
“underground’ and that people are more silent now 

“Peopie’s values have changed, many have had 
families. Your attitides just change when you get 
rnarried and hold a job ionger than six months. Most 
people now are just concerned with how they're go- 
ing to survive and whether or not they can afford a 
new car and the gas to put in it.” 

Eric said that the social movements of that time 
were caused, at least in part, by an emotional need 
to react to the kind of authoritarian structure the 
Johnson and Nixon administrations represented 

What you saw in the late 60s and early 70s was a 
kind of politics of confrontation and a challenging of 
the conventions and the ways of life of our parents 
Then at some point that consciousness altered into 
changing the worid by projecting your ‘good vibes,’ 
and somehow that has become the fashionable 
thing. A real in - depth analysis of what capitalism is, 


of what the nature of the structure of government is, 


and the question of what political socialization is, 
didn't really happen until 74 or 75.” 

Kate, Greg, and Eric all expressed the belief that 
music has changed along with the times, and that 
the change, for the most part, has been a negative 
one 

Greg said that he felt that the music in the 60's and 
early 70's was a Caring music, that most people who 
make music now don't care 

“Music now has undergone a big change, from 
what | consider the real insightful music of the 60s to 
the mindless music of the 70s. Music now is totally 
commercialized, and commercialism has no soul.”

Kate said that the message of today's music is “try 
not to think about it,” about what's happening in the 
world 
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“About the only music nowadays that is political

Eric said, “People are going to have to cooperate 
with each other, to help educate each other in the 
political realities of the world. Everyone has to learn 
the true nature of capitalism and see the alternatives 
The third world is on the rise; blacks, Chicanos 
native Americans, and all the others are realizing 
they aren't fueda! chattel or slaves. These struggles 
are the wave of the future, the next step in the social - 
political evolution of the worid.” 


Kate said we are coming close to a planetary 
crisis, adding, “But the world is changing so rapidly 
it's hard to know what will happen.” 

The three offer no real answers as to the exact 
reasons the social and political events of the past 
decade transpired as they did. They mereiy offer 
different viewpoints by which to look back on those 
times.
